The 
Radios are HYS TC-VU88 dual 
band (2mtr and 70cm). 8 radios 
were delivered. 

Abbi, KF5BEW and Kendra 
Wilson, KFS5FYS were the net con- 
trollers for the net which lasted 17 
minutes with 10 check-ins of stu- 
dents 18 years old or younger. The 
net was fairly informal with the 
kids giving their name, call sign, 
age and where they go to school. 

A second net was called on May 
12, 2011. This net was held on the 
WSDDL repeater, 146.820 MHz. 
Nick delivered 10 radios to Paul 
Breaux Middle School in Lafayette. 

The net started at approximately 
8:45 and lasted about 18 minutes.

Kids Day is an event to encour- 
age young people (licensed or not) 
to have fun with Amateur Radio. It 
is designed to give on-the-air ex- 
perience to youngsters and hope- 
fully foster interest in getting a li- 
cense of their own. It is also in- 
tended to give older hams a chance 
to share their station and love for 
Amateur Radio with their children. 

The date for Kids Day is June 
18, 2011 and will run from 1800 
UTC through 2359 UTC. Stations 
can operate as much or as little as 
they like. 

The suggested exchange is: 
Name, age, location and favorite 
color. Be sure to work the same sta- 
tion again if an operator has 
changed. To draw attention, call 
“CQ Kids Day”. 

Suggested Frequencies are: 

10 meters: 28.350 to 28.400 MHz 
12 meters: 24.960 to 24.980 MHz 
15 meters: 21.360 to 21.400 MHz 
17 meters: 18.140 to 18.145 MHz 
20 meters: 14.270 to 14.300 MHz 
40 meters: 7.270 to 7.290 MHz 
80 meters: 2.740 to 3.940 MHz 
You can also use your favorite re- 
peater (with permission of the re- 
peater’s sponsor). Be sure to ob- 
serve third party restrictions when 
making DX QSOs. 

All participant’s are encouraged 
to post their story and photos to the 
Kids Day Soapbox Page www.arrl.

about your operations, the fun you 
had and who you talked to!

Mayor James J. Petitjean of Rayne, Louisiana has issued a 
proclamation each year proclaiming "AMATEUR RADIO WEEK" in the 
City of Rayne and Acadia Parish.
